Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1 are 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As regards claim 1 , the recitation "at least one dermatological compatible 
component chosen from the group comprising..." is an improper recitation of a Markush 
group and is therefore indefinite. 

As regards claims 4-6 and 10, the claim is indefinite in that the applicant states 
in claim 1 that the gel consists of the following recited elements: water; polymer; a 
substance of plan origin; and a dermatologically compatible component. Yet in claims 4- 
6 and 10, the applicant tries to add components to the gel, which renders the claim 
indefinite. 

If the gel consists of water; polymer; a substance of plan origin; and a 
dermatologically compatible component, it cannot comprises additional ingredients. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 4-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. Claims 2, 3 and 7-10 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one having ordinary skill 
in the art.
